Tidal currents are also strong 
Georges Bank, and combined with sev- 
eral other less important currents, they 
contribute the continual turbulence 
the relatively shallow water there.

bottom. 

The area often blasted gales and 
storms. winter, the wind commonly 
waves from the deep ocean usually crash 
against Georges Bank before reaching the 
New England coast much weaker form.

ife begins with sunlight, which, 
acting minerals stirred the 
ocean, causes microscopic plants 


bloom. This blossoming algae and 


diatoms marks the beginning the 
food chain. fact, marine biol- 
ogists measure the richness ocean 
area the quantity microscopic 
organisms produces, called the level 
“primary productivity.” Much the 
ocean relatively empty, but Georges 
Bank, according Allen Peterson, the 
Northeast Regional Director the Na- 
tional Marine Fisheries Service, has rate 
primary production that high 
higher than any other patch ocean 


known science.

Because 
the spawning patterns different 
species, eggs are being laid the bank 
during every month the year 
from January June, mackerel from 
May December. Each female cod 
releases between three and nine million 
eggs; only one two will live become 
adults. Biologists figure that more than 
species spawn Georges Bank. Many 
begin eggs and larvae Georges 
Bank, then mature and swim other 
parts the North Atlantic; because 
this the area responsible for producing 
fish for much greater area than just the 
Bank. 

The eggs many species float and 
develop near the surface, and because 
the circular the they 
remain Georges Bank for several 
months, even after hatching into larvae. 
While they float patches the sur- 
face, they are particularly vulnerable 
oil slicks, and this possibility 
near-total break early stage the 
food chain that particularly worries 
fishermen. Haddock, cod, whiting, cusk, 
flounder, and herring all spawn the 
Bank, and the larvae all these, well 
those certain worms, mussels, and 
lobsters, develop near the surface before 
sinking the bottom, where they spend 
their adult lives.

Menhaden feed plankton strain- 
ing water through comblike gill rakers; 
they are caught large quantities for fish 


oil and fertilizer. Spiny dogfish swim 
around eating anything they can over- 
take, including mackerel, herring, shad, 
cod, haddock, and squid. Bluefish and 
tuna also eat other fish there, including 
scup, hake, butterfish, and cunners. Very 
young haddock feed bottom-dwelling 
organisms like amphipods, sea cucum- 
bers, and brittle stars. Lobsters, clams, 
scallops, sand dollars, crabs, sponges, 
urchins, and snails are all found the 
bottom. 

Whales are wide-ranging and fairly 
unpredictable. Practically any species 
from the North Atlantic likely turn 
Georges Bank, including six 
endangered species: right, finback, 
humpback, blue, sei, and sperm. Schools 
300 pilot whales have been 
spotted there, and humpbacks and fin- 
backs may residents. Some whales, 
like the menke whale, bring their calves 
Georges Bank, where the young learn 
feed themselves for the first time. 
nearly everyone realizes now, com- 
mercial whaling has almost eradicated 
many species. There are probably only 
40,000 50,000 whales the western 
North Atlantic, which marine biologists 
estimate could support about 670,000. 
There are most about 200 right whales 
left the same area, and these surface 
feeders migrate northward from Florida 
midwinter. the spring 1979, 
several were seen feeding Georges 
Bank. 

The abundant plankton also attracts 
birds, and there are usually more birds 
Georges Bank than the surrounding 
waters. Two types gull are common, 
are gannets, kittiwakes, fulmars, petrels, 
Unfortunately, ocean 
birds are the animals most 
susceptible oil pollution. Many starve 
death after becoming hopelessly mired 
sometimes enough destroy the insulat- 
ing properties bird’s feathers. One 
scientist spotted oiled seabirds whose 
feathers were longer waterproof; they 
were struggling keep their heads and 
necks above water, and the scientist 
realized was watching them become 
exhausted and drown. Seabirds not

ALMOUTH Defeat crushes the 
spirit some athletes. Take Mike 

McLeod Wideopen, England. 
Less than three hours after his third-place 
finish the 1981 Falmouth Road Race, 
McLeod was emotionally bruised that 
his sole enjoyment life seemed come 
from sneaking his fellow runners 
they chatted women finish-line 
saloon and placing half-full bottles 
beer into their pants pockets. Upside- 
down. then steal away into the 
crowd, making snickering sound 
learned from Precious Pup. 

Zany high jinks are Falmouth’s most 
distinguished tradition, course, and 
McLeod was undoubtedly correct tak- 
ing nonchalant attitude toward his 
defeat. There wasn’t anything he, any- 
one else, could have done beat Alberto 
Salazar last Sunday. Salazar broke away 
from the field five miles into the 7.1-mile 
course and cruised victory new 
record time 31:55, breaking the old 
mark seconds. For “that matter, 
pace-was fast that defending 
champion Rod Dixon finished second 
seconds and 150 yards and also broke 
the course record. More the point, Stan 
leaders during the early going, came 
44th and collapsed the finish line. 
was still hospitalized Monday 
morning, his body wrung out his 
efforts keep up. 

likely that one would have had 
runner, even the most prosaic 
recreational level, appreciate just how 
fast Salazar’s time was. had aver- 
age time 4:44 per mile. ran the first 
mile 4:25 and the second 4:21, both 
uphill.

This wasn’t his first pre-race display 
bravado. Last October, before the New 
York City Marathon, Salazar announced 


win. Since was his first mara- 
thon (and one ever wins his first mara- 
thon), this comment was widely ignored. 
went out and ran 2:09:41 and won 
several subway stops. His predictions 
may now disputed, but never ignored. 

fact, Salazar wasn’t the only runner 
making confident noises before the race 
began. Dixon, several telephone con- 
ferences with the Eliot Lounge, pro- 
nounced himself ‘‘exceptionally 
McLeod, Herb Lindsay, and Craig Virgin 
had made discernible pre-race 
comments, but all were rated possible 
winners the running press, whose own 
predictions became increasingly forth- 
right even belligerent with every 
passing Michelob.

page numbers. 

The book nothing not child 
oriented. Leach doesn’t deal with 
day-care issues until she writes 
about children more than two 
years old. Applaud that con- 
demn you will, this book can 
help any parent, whatever his 
her situation, feel competent, 
knowledgeable, important, and 
strong. Complete they come 
and deserving the highest 
praise, contains everything 
your mother didn’t know, and 
everything your doctor forgot 
mention. you don’t read this 
book, your children will prob- 
ably grow up, move away, and 
forget call you. 


The Child Health Encyclopedia, 
members the staff the 
Boston Children’s Medical Cen- 
ter and Dr. Richard Feinbloom 
(Delta, 568 pp., $7.95 paper), 
even you never have children.

Frozen chocolate souffle 
Serves eight 

bars ounces each) sweet 
chocolate; 

cups milk; 

egg yolks; 

tablespoons granulated sugar. 

For the meringue: 

2/3 cup water; 

2/3 cup granulated sugar; 

egg whites. 

For the decoration: 

1/2 cup heavy cream; 

tablespoons confectioners’ sugar; 

tablespoon grated chocolate (op- 
tional). 

Set six- seven-cup souffle dish 
the counter. Cut two-foot length 
waxed paper and fold lengthwise; then 
wrap around the souffle dish that 
rises three inches above the rim. Tie 
with string keep place. Set the dish 
aside. 

Break the chocolate and put into 
saucepan with the milk. Heat this slowly 
melt the chocolate, then bring 
scalding. 

Put the yolks and the two tablespoons 
granulated sugar bowl and beat 
them with wooden spoon until they 
thicken slightly. Pour the chocolate mix- 
ture onto the yolk-sugar mixture and stir 
everything well. Then transfer the whole 
mixture the saucepan and cook over 
medium heat, stirring constantly, 
until thickens enough coat the back 
the spoon. (This will happen quickly. 
not let the mixture boil will 
curdle.) 

Return the mixture the bowl and let 
sit room temperature until cool, 
stirring occasionally. 

Before making the meringue, read the 
information the end this article. 

For the meringue: put the water and 
the sugar heavy-based saucepan. Put 
the egg whites the bowl electric 
mixer. 

Heat the water and sugar over low 
heat, stirring once twice until the 
sugar dissolves and the mixture clear. 
Turn the heat (but don’t allow the 
flame come the sides the pan) 
and cook the syrup until little bit 
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dropped off the end the wooden spoon 
into glass cold water produces soft 
ball the bottom the glass. 

When the syrup has been cooking for 
couple minutes, turn the mixer 
high speed and start beating the egg 
whites. 

Once the whites are stiff and the syrup 
has formed soft ball, you'll have 
work fast. Turn the mixer its highest 
setting and pour the syrup thin, 
steady stream. Keep beating the meringue 
until the sides the mixer bowl are 
longer warm. The meringue should turn 
beautifully glossy. 

Transfer the chocolate mixture 
large bowl. Stir quarter the whites 
into the chocolate with large whisk. 
Then gradually fold the remaining 
whites, using the whisk fold the mix- 
ture that breaks the whites little. 
Continue folding until white patches 
show. 

Pour the souffle into the prepared dish 
and set the freezer for half day 
overnight. 

Before serving: whip the half-cup 
heavy cream with confectioners’ sugar 
until it’s stiff. Gently peel off the paper 
from the souffle and spread the cream 
layer top. pipe the cream through 
pastry bag fitted with star tip and 
make eight rosettes around the edge 
the souffle. 

Sprinkle the top the rosettes with 
the grated chocolate, using it, 
and return the souffle the freezer until 
you're ready serve it.

There are several types meringues 
used baking; the most useful (and most 
difficult) one the professional kitchen 
called meringue italienne. This has 
texture similar whipped cream 
light frosting, but will not collapse 
produce watery layer the way whipped 
cream plain beaten egg whites will 
after several hours.

some good ideas, but doesn’t plumb the 


depths the werewolf myth 
come near. Instead, this sort souped- 
cautionary tale, the vein 
Midnight Express. warns the kids from 
Deerfield Yale not mess around 
their overseas vacation, because one slip- 
could wreck their lives. Werewolves, 
you see, like contrite druggies. 
Werewolves can’t home again. 
What's enjoyable about American 
Werewolf London its tone: the way 
mixes deadpan jokiness with horror. 
Trudging through the eerie Welsh moor 
country their down-filled parkas, our 
heroes, David (David Naughton) and 
Jack (Griffin Dunne), wisecrack about 


girls back home and about how lousy the 
British weather is, while all around them 
solemn locals crook finger skyward and 
murmur, the moon. Keep off the 
David and Jack are still mouth- 
ing off and singing when the sky turns 
iron and the full moon rolls balefully into 
view. And suddenly they are attacked, 
ferocious creature with bristly black 
hair and blood-red eyes. Days later, 
David wakes London hospital 
room, attended doctors who, 
naturally, believe his story, and 
amorous nurse named Alex (Jenny 
Agutter), who doesn’t know what 
believe but knows what she likes. Soon 
enough, David begins having terrible 
nightmares including one with 
Bunuelian twist and receiving visi- 
tations from his dead friend Jack, whose 
fate wander the earth progres- 
sively more gruesome stages decay 
until bloodline severed. 
And since David has been bitten the 
werewolf and has lived, the inheri- 
tor that bloodline, doomed change 
the full moon, kill and ravage until 
himself felled.

ost all plays have been de-

works art. Twelfth Night, particular, re- 
hashes the most formalized routines Italian comedy:

vant aspires master; woman disguises herself 
man; and the score for local mail deliveries is: forged, 
purloined.

The Publick Theater 
version mostly one-ring circus: the romance doesn’t 
run too deep, the music doesn’t fly too high, and some 
the poetry defeated the crickets and the breeze 
outdoor show).

Valens, you 
might recall, won and therefore lost the most famous 
coin flip rock history, beating out Buddy bass 
player, Tommy Allsup, for the last seat 
chartered plane Fargo, North Dakota. Valens’s repu- 
tation rests that plane crash and handful 
singles: ‘‘Come On, Let’s Go” (the raver that was his 
first, albeit minor, hit), (number two 1958, 
achy ballad), and Bamba” (electrified Mexican 
folk song and greatly overrated). The Rhino reissues rep- 
resent attempt expand that reputation, hinting that 
he’s undiscovered Buddy Holly and claiming that 
Valens, born Richard Stephen Valenzuela, pioneered

The first movement was bold and big, 
fast without rushing, with the Adagio introduction 
building the kind suspense that happens only when 
the players themselves know exactly where 
going.

The Presto Finale 
moved like whirlwind, without sacrificing taste deli- 
cacy. The lighter variations the second movement, too, 
were charmingly set forth. The last variation, with its 
piano trills and runs and pizzicato violin sounded like 
dream the 18th century. But the third 
variation, the most personal moment the sonata, had 
way achieve the profundity the greatest musi- 
cians have given it. (Zazofsky and should hear 
the stupendous 1940 recording Szigeti and Bartok 
the Library Congress.) Finally, one must call this 
wonderful performance with all the terrific 
things and few the limitations this implies.

ther than your bed, your sofa will 
probably get the most body con- 

tact any piece furniture 
your home, has comfortable.

And will with you for 
while (probably longer than you think), 
has sturdy. Unfortunately, un- 
less you happen upon floor sample, dis- 
continued style, promotional piece, 
you'll probably have pay $600 $900 
for sofa with these attributes, 
best shop wisely. The following 
attempt help you so. 

Shopping for sofas and around Bos- 
ton somewhat simplified the exis- 
tence three major furniture districts 
along Route from Brookline 
Framingham, Cambridge from Har- 
vard Central Squares, and around the 
North Station and Waterfront area. The 
latter two these districts are easily 
accessible taking the Red Line 
Harvard/Holyoke and the Green 
Orange Line Haymarket will put you 
within walking distance about 
stores. 


But despite the number show- 
rooms, there surprisingly little variety. 
Due uncertain economy and con-

And al- 
though customers may not spending 
their furniture dollars freely and spon- 
taneously, they seem willing part with 
quite few for piece that will provide 
many years comfortable service.

“The problem with reflector 
says Paolini, that they are expensive 
and hot. you are going leave them 
for lots hours forget they are on, 
you would wise use porcelain 
socket the plastic ones could melt. The 
shade around the reflector bulb, the 
same token, should not close-fitting. 
Reflector bulbs work the same 
principle getting sun tan with those 
metallic reflectors that you hold your 


lap. They are bouncing reflecting the 
light. Besides saving energy, 
lights are also good ‘grow’ lights for 

Roche Bobois, Boston, features 
number high-priced and beautiful 
lamps that use halogen bulbs. Paolini 
quite skeptical these. even 
just one more type light like sulfur 
carbon-burning bulbs. They are great for 
car headlights but not for home use. They 
are expensive. They give out great deal 
light, but you can’t just stick them 
any socket. They also run hot and they 
don’t save energy all. think just 
confusing the consumer. Why buy 
them?” 

Fluorescent lighting for the home 
making comeback. Usually seen 
elongated circular tube shapes, flu- 
orescent lighting now being made 
bulb form well. For less than $10, you 
can buy converter that allows these 
bulbs screwed into regular socket. 
Fluorescent bulbs and tubes not only 
burn cooler than incandescent lights, 
which can make for cooler apartment 
the summer, but they also use less elec- 
tricity. 

Another lighting option worth 
considering the three-way bulb. Most 
table lamps and many floor lamps are 
equipped handle three-ways. Al- 
though turning them low saves little 
energy and little heat comparison 
with turning bright one-way bulb, 
the real advantage the three-way that 
provides range lighting moods. 

The quantity and quality light can 
controlled further with the lamp’s 
hood shade. Currently popular linen 
lamp shades, for example, let lot light 
shine through them. This particularly 
noticeable with light-colored shades, 
while dark ones set quieter mood. 
Opaque lamp shades, which allow light 
escape from above and below them, are 
good for indirect lighting. are lamps, 
such brass tube lamps, that employ 
fixtures hidden behind hoods rather than 
under shades.

arren Talbott, librarian 
Boston State College, stood 

the State House Gardner Audi- 
torium July last, vain attempt 
get the Massachusetts Board 
Regents have mercy his school.

About 
students with Talbott cheered and un- 
furled banner protesting the Regents’ 
plan merge Boston State with the 
Columbia Point campus UMass-Bos- 
ton. The capitol police got little ner- 
vous. They asked Talbott turn off the 
tape recorder. When refused, the po- 
lice moved and dragged Talbott off the 
platform the boos and jeers 
the audience. 

Less than hours later, the Regents 
unanimously adopted major three-year 
consolidation plan that includes new 
campus for Roxbury Community Col- 
lege, new location for the Mass. Col- 
lege Art, and the UMass/Boston State 
merger. The proposal also calls for new 
admissions policies the merged uni- 
versity and the city’s two community col- 
leges. The Regents have big plans for 
higher education Boston. Unfortun- 
ately, hardly anyone knows what they 
are. 

The Boston Plan adopted the Re- 
gents July raises more questions 
than answers. How many faculty and 
staff will let when the two institu- 
tions merge? Will Boston State students 
begin paying UMass tuitions (which are 
about $200 year higher) when the mer- 
ger complete? Will Boston 
popular evening classes continued 
Columbia Point?

Duff said the merger 
was necessary because both schools 
“offer parallel programs, serve the same 
shrinking pool students, and vie for 
dollars from the same diminishing pool 
Boston State partisans agree 
there are areas where consolidation would 
beneficial. (For example, Boston State 
offers major physical education but 
has almost athletic facilities. UMass- 
Boston, the other hand, has ample 
facilities but major.)

While shrinking resources and admini- 
strative assaults have weakened its voice 
somewhat, public higher education pretty 
much held its own this year’s budget 
battle. The Board Regents was created 


last year the addition controver- 
sial section” the budget, 
which implemented sweeping reorgan- 
ization higher education the state. 
This year’s appropriation bills included 
some trouble areas for education, too, but 
most them had been avoided the 
time the budget was signed Governor 
King. The governor vetoed several mil- 
lion dollars’ worth funding for indi- 
vidual state colleges after the budget 
reached his desk, but the legislature rou- 
tinely overrode every veto, restoring the 
items their original appropriation. For 
example, King had wanted cut almost 
million more than the million al- 
ready cut for the UMass-Boston 
(including the two community col- 
leges and Boston State), and million 
from the UMass-Amherst budget. 
Representative Collins thinks one rea- 
son the vetoes were overridden that 
each school’s account appears the bud- 
get separate line item. The original 
intent, under the 1980 reorganization 
plan, was fund the schools lump 
sum, which the Regents would distribute 
they saw fit. This was supposed re- 
move higher education from political in- 
fluence. But 700 phone calls and letters 
logged representatives kept the 
accounts separate the budget, and Col- 
lins thinks retaining each school’s fiscal 
identity kept the legislature from slash- 
ing more deeply.
